William Steele Holman, the “Great Ob­ 
jector,” as be was known for so many 
years, was certainly a unique figure in 
public life. He wa* a very peculiar look­ 
ing man. tall, gaunt aud with a rugged, 
though U 1111 iTtnal countenance. In his 
dre*- he was not overscrupuloua In his 
private life he was blameless. 
Among his 
neighUirs in Indiana he was very popular. 
He was bom in Dearborn county, Ind., 
Sept 6. 1832, and received the common 
school education usually secured by form­ 
ers’ boys. He passed two years in Frank­ 
lin coliege, Indiana, and after his gradua­ 
tion studied law and was admitted to the 
bar ami began to practice in Aurora. Ind. 
He entered public life in 1843, then l»eing 
but 21 years of age. when he whs eke tad 
judge ot probate, an office which he held 
for three years. Then lie was made dis­ 
trict attorney, serving until 1*4». 
In 1850 he was a member of the state 
constitution convention and entered the 
.ntate legislature in 1851, hi« term of service 
ending in 1152. He was judge of the court 
of oommon pleas from 1852 to 1856. He was 
then but 34 years of age ami had become 
an experienced parliamentarian. His na­ 
ture had been broadened by his public 
services, and few men were better qualified 
to wrestle with national problems. 
Ac­ 
cordingly the Democratic voters of his dis­ 
trict nominated him'or congress, but after 
a hot canvass he was defeated. In 185P. 
however, he was nominated again and 
elected triumphantly. His first entry into 
the halls of the national legislature was 
therefore about the time of the beginning 
of the civil war. 
Mr. Holman was defeated in 1804 by 
James K. Watson of Rush county 
In 
18U6 the district had been reapportioned 
aud Mr. Holman was again nominated 
and defeated Marcus A. Sul/.ar of Jeffer­ 
son county. 
His present term began 
March 4, last, making 16 times be bad 
been sent to the uatioual house of repre 
seutatlves.
